‘AN INSPIRATION’ 


One-handed pianist steals show at Paralympics’ closing ceremony 


An inspirational one-handed 
pianist wowed the world by 
performing with Coldplay at 
the closing ceremony of the 
Paralympic Games. 

Born without a right hand, 
Nicholas McCarthy, of White- 
gate Way in Tadworth, hit the 
headlines in July when he 
was the first one-handed pi¬ 
anist to graduate from Lon¬ 
don’s Royal College of Music 
(RCM). 

The 23-year-old performed 
in Sunday night’s ceremony, 
watched by hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of people worldwide, as 
part of the British

Paraorchestra - a group that 
defines itself by “what you 
hear, not what you see”, 
founded by conductor Charles 
Hazlewood six months ago. 

Mr McCarthy said perform¬ 
ing in the Olympic stadium 
was an “amazing experience”, 
which he will never forget. 

He said: “There was a wall 
of sound as we came out - it 
was immense to be playing 
with Coldplay and having 
Chris Martin sitting just a few 
feet away and Rihanna swing¬ 


ing down from above us. 

“In a performance situation 
you don’t think of where you 
are and I wasn’t nervous play¬ 
ing with the orchestra as I 
usually perform on my own. 

“Having members around 
me was nice. 

“In rehearsals I was singing 
along to Coldplay and Chris 
Martin liked that I knew the 
words. It’s very rare for core 
classical artists to be involved 
in these pop star events, but 
the orchestra tied-in beauti¬ 
fully with the Paralympics.” 

Formed of 16 disabled musi¬ 
cians, Mr Hazlewood’s aim in 


setting it up was to end the 
limitations placed on them, 
not by physical ability, but by 
lack of opportunity. 

The other members of the 
orchestra include Baluji Shri- 
vastav, a blind sitar, surbahar 
and dilruba player; James 
Risdon, a blind recorder play¬ 
er; Clarence Adoo, a trum¬ 
peter paralysed from the 
shoulders down; and Lyn Lev- 
ett, who has cerebral palsy, 
but produces music through 
her computer. 

Mr McCarthy said: “Charles 
wanted to provide a platform 
for disabled musicians of a 


high standard, but we are all 
very different musicians. 

“Not everyone is classically 
trained and we come from dif¬ 
ferent cultures. It’s a strange, 
but good mix. 

“The profile of the Para¬ 
lympics has been raised this 
year and hopefully, with the 
Paraorchestra being featured 
in the ceremony, it can help 
change people’s perceptions 
of what is possible with 
disability.” 

Mr McCarthy, who only 
started playing the piano 
when he was 14, is now going 
on to study for a masters de¬ 


gree at the RCM. 

He said: “I was turned away 
from an early audition by one 
headteacher who felt I just 
wouldn’t be able to play, but I 
used that in a positive way to 
carry on. To have graduated 
from one of the best conserva¬ 
toires in Europe and to have 
made history at the same time 
was very special. 

“I hope people will be in¬ 
spired by my story.” 

He is due to play a concert 
tonight, Thursday, September 
13, at Fairfield Halls, Croy¬ 
don.

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Watered-down plans for the 
new Tesco get the go-ahead

Controversial plans for a new 
Tesco store in Ashtead Vil¬ 
lage have been approved after 
a four-year battle. 

Mole Valley councillors 
gave the go-ahead to the plan¬ 
ning application for a new 
Metro store on the site of the 
old Esso, in the Street, on 
Tuesday, September 11. 

The decision came a week 
after the council’s officers 
recommended the plans for 
approval. 

A motion to reject that rec¬ 
ommendation, tabled by 
Ashtead councillor John 
Northcott was defeated by 13 
votes to five. 

Campaigning group Save 
Ashtead’s Village Environ¬ 
ment (Save) does not oppose 
the store, but has always be¬ 
lieved a lack of on-site park¬ 
ing will clog up existing car 
parking spaces in the village 
and drive potential customers 
elsewhere. 

But Save spokeswoman 


Gillian Russell said the group 
had still achieved consider¬ 
able success in its campaign - 
particularly in securing a 
massive reduction in the size 
of the store. 

She said: “We are of course 
very disappointed. 

“We have never been 
against a supermarket but 
wanted a smaller store with 
on-site parking. 


“In terms of our four-year 
campaign, this is still a huge 
victory - we have reduced the 
store size by about two-thirds 
and prevented a large back 
entrance, trolleys outside the 
store, the raising and exten¬ 
sion of the Ashtead Peace 
Memorial Hall car park and 
the destruction of 60 trees. 

“The village will thrive best 
if people use the local shops 


as much as possible and let 
Tesco complement, not de¬ 
stroy, the retailers in the 
area. 

“Thank you to everyone 
who has worked so hard on 
this campaign.” 

Caroline Cardew-Smith, 
secretary of environmental 
group Transition Ashtead, 
said it believed the council 
had flouted its own policy on 
sustainability by approving 
the planning application. 

She said: “We are shocked 
Mole Valley’s own sustain¬ 
ability policy has been com¬ 
pletely disregarded by 
allowing Tesco an exemption. 

“It has failed to take this 
golden opportunity to demon¬ 
strate its commitment to its 
own policy and the pressing 
needs of the environment.” 

Tesco spokesman Simon 
Petar said: “We are delighted 
the planning committee ap¬ 
proved our application for a 
Metro store. 

“We look forward to serving 
customers and playing our 
part in the community.”

‘Rats from empty neighbour’s 
house cut off our electricity’

Rats have repeatedly chewed 
through power cables at a 
pensioner’s home, prompting 
a desperate plea for the coun¬ 
cil to eradicate the rampaging 
rodents. 

Jacqueline Bellinger, of 
London Road in Ewell, said 
the problem started six 
months ago when her neigh¬ 
bour vacated his house and 
his front and back gardens 
were left to degenerate. 

The 68-year-old said the gar¬ 
dens were now completely 
overgrown, with rats running 
freely around them - which 
have now spread to her house. 
Both the houses are privately 
owned. 

The great-grandmother, 
who shares her home with 
her daughter, her pregnant 
granddaughter and her 15- 
month-old son, said her power 
has cut out seven times in the 
past six months because rats 
were eating through the ca¬ 
bles beneath the kitchen 
floorboards. 

She said: “I keep calling the 
council and nothing has been 
done. It has been affecting my 
health and it is causing fric¬ 
tion within the family. 

“Environmental health offi¬ 
cers from the council came 
around last Monday and put 
down traps. 

“We know the problem is 


rats under the kitchen floor. 

“The front garden next door 
has now grown on to the pave¬ 
ment and a blind lady walked 
into it the other day. 

“We have had barbecues 
during the summer with rats 
running past.” 

A council spokesman said 
this was a “highly complex” 
case and the house and gar¬ 
den had not been maintained 
for some time, with a public 
health notice being served on 


the owner earlier this year. 

He said: “Tenders have been 
sent and received for building 
works for renovations to the 
property so the occupant can 
be reinstated with an assisted 
living and care package in 
place. We hope work will 
begin in the next two weeks. 

“The council is having the 
front and rear gardens cleared 
and treated for vermin. 

“Action will be concentrated 
on the internal parts of the 


property and will not have a 
significant effect on the exter¬ 
nal appearance. 

“Residents need to be as¬ 
sured we are not spending 
taxpayers’ money doing up a 
private residence. 

“The council provides treat¬ 
ment for rats in domestic 
premises. 

“Residents who feel this 
free service is inadequate 
are at liberty to engage a pri¬ 
vate company.”

Plans for site could 
'make things worse’

Plans to revamp a boarded-up eye¬ 
sore could create a “future slum”, 
worried residents have warned. 

Epsom and Ewell Council has 
found £700,000 towards the 
scheme to create a minimum of 26 
units of social and affordable 
housing, a shop, a doctor’s 
surgery and a pharmacy on the 
site in Hollymoor Lane, on the 
Longmead Estate, Ewell. 

The project has already gone out 
to tender and residents will be 
consulted once a successful bidder 
is chosen. 

The site is currently vacant 
apart from one convenience store, 
with flats above the shop boarded- 
up. It was originally earmarked 
for development in 2010, but this 
was deferred after a housing asso¬ 
ciation withdrew from the project. 

The site used to include the 
Sefton Arms pub, which was de¬ 
molished following a campaign 
led by Councillor Sheila Carlson. 

Coun Carlson said: “This project 
has been dragging on for over a 
decade now and after so many 
broken promises I’m delighted 
we’re moving towards more fami¬ 
ly housing, a new shop and a doc¬ 
tor’s surgery.” 

But residents, who recognise the 
need for a revamp, have voiced 
concerns over the scale of project. 

Angela Pettifer, of Ormonde Av¬ 
enue, said: “Looking at the 
council’s initial ideas, the green

beside the current building is to 
become a massive three-storey 
building. 

“Crossing the road there is al¬ 
ready terrible because of the blind 
corner - this will make it worse. 

“A building of that size will be 
very imposing and I don’t think 
this is about improving our com¬ 
munity - an extra 100 people will 
be coming into an already crowd¬ 
ed residential area. This could be 
a future slum.” 

Jill Macdonald said: “There is a 
lot of passing traffic and this is 
bound to create a lot of parking 
and traffic problems on the rela¬ 
tively small lane.” 

Catherine Darcy said: “Getting a 
large supermarket chain involved 
could inject some cash into the 
project and get things going.” 


Court ward councillor Dan 
Stevens said the main opposition 
to the project has been its “stop- 
start” nature. 

He said: “More people than ever 
are in temporary accommodation 
in the borough and we have a duty 
to find them housing. 

“There is not going to be a huge 
influx of people into the borough. 
These are people who are already 
here and have been on waiting 
lists for housing for years. 

“Generally residents seem to 
want the shop to stay and they 
want a doctor’s surgery. 

“The important question is how 
much of the housing will be af¬ 
fordable and how much will 
be socially rentable accommoda¬ 
tion on a shared ownership 
model.” 
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Bringing pain back to 
help save St Helier unit

carriages and two stillbirths has 
spoken of her heartbreaking or¬ 
deal in a bid to save St Helier 
Hospital’s maternity unit.

The mother-of-two had her first 
child, Siena, eight years ago but it 
would be another six years 
before she would welcome her 
second child after four failed 
pregnancies.

amazing as I was totally paranoid 
at the time. 

“They gave me lots of extra scans 
and I was introduced to their 
grievance counsellor. 

“She would see me on a regular 
basis and made sure I was not get¬ 
ting too stressed. 

“Unfortunately at six months I 
felt the baby was not kicking and 
sadly the baby had died again.” 

“Having another child was the 
only thing keeping me going and I 
was in a very dark place. 

Mrs Cunningham was referred 
to Maggie George, a midwife and 
counsellor who supported her 
through her ordeal - a service that 
would disappear should the mater¬ 
nity unit close - and when she was 
later referred to a specialist in Lon¬ 
don by St Helier doctors. 

She said: “It took me two hours 
and when you are pregnant and 
stressed that is a long time to be 
travelling when St Helier is around 
the corner. St Helier were happy to 
do the majority of my treatment 
and liaise back with the London 
hospital.” 

After falling pregnant for the 
sixth time Mrs Cunningham final¬ 
ly give birth to baby Mia, now two, 
after an anxious 38-week wait. 

She said: “That was probably my 
darkest time. 

“Everyone is so happy you final¬ 
ly have this baby but actually you 
are not because you have that baby 
in your arms and you suddenly re¬ 
member two of these died. 

“You will never forget those ba¬ 
bies you buried, having to give 
birth to them and carry them. 

“The only people who really un¬ 
derstood was St Helier.” 


Renal failure patient wins 
gold at transplant games 


A man who was not expect¬ 
ed to live to see his first 
birthday is celebrating win¬ 
ning a gold medal at the 
British Transplant Games. 

James Jessup, who works 
as a dental technician in 
Stoneleigh Broadway, was 
born with renal failure and 
doctors said he would not 
live beyond three months. 

Following a kidney trans¬ 
plant at the age of nine, he 
became a keen sportsman 
and last year also won a 
bronze medal in badminton 
at the World Transplant 
Games in Sweden. 

He said he was proud to 
have come away with a gold 
at the games, the annual 
competition for transplant 
patients, held in Medway, 
Kent, last month, alongside 
partner John Fox, who had 
a liver transplant. 

The 23-year-old said: 
“After my transplant, I was 
encouraged to get into 
sports to keep my health up. 

“I went to my first chil¬ 
dren’s transplant games 
aged nine and came back

with a handful of medals 
and became addicted to it. 

“I then went on to the 
adults games aged 18. 

“Winning the gold was fan¬ 
tastic and goes to show all 
the hard work can pay off. 

“I am over the moon to 
have won.” 

Mr Jessup, who lives in 
Morden, has spent the past 
year being coached by Eng¬ 
land international bad¬ 
minton player Sam Philips 
at the Wimbledon Racquet 
and Fitness Club.

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Mystery horses spark 
new welfare concerns

Three horses have now been left on dis¬ 
used land in Epsom, sparking further con¬ 
cerns about the welfare of “abandoned” 
horses. 

Worried residents have continued to call 
the Epsom Guardian about the situation of 
the Chantilly Filly - a horse that appeared 
after the Epsom Derby, in Chantilly Way, 
Epsom, and which the RSCPA said was 
healthy and being fed and visited by its 
owner. 

This week the Epsom Guardian was in¬ 
formed that another two horses have 
joined it in the past three weeks - one of 
which the RSPCA was not initially aware 
of when contacted. 

But the animal welfare charity again re¬ 
iterated its position that it could not act 
simply because the horses are alone or had 
no purpose-built shelter. 

Ms Sophie Wilkinson said: “We under¬ 
stand why people are frustrated. It is not 
ideal, but while they are healthy and have 
food and water we cannot remove them. 

“The horses the inspector has seen have 
had supplementary food and water, and 
have natural shelter from trees and the 
hedge line. A vet has to prove they are suf¬ 
fering or in danger of an imminent risk of 
suffering for us to act.” 

A spokeswoman for Redwings Horse 
Sanctuary, the largest in the UK, said the 
number of horse abandonment claims had 
increased, but it supported the RSPCA’s 
stance. 

She said: “If a horse is not suffering in 
any way because the owner is providing 
the care it needs it is not a welfare issue. 

“Horses live out happily all year round.” 

She said the number of horse abandon¬ 
ment reports the sanctuary received has 
risen from 160 in 2009 to 526 by last July. 

She said: “Horses are being abandoned 
more often, in part, because of the 
economic crisis, people are struggling to 
look after them.”

Part of adventure park is still 
closed after 10-year-old’s fall 


A new adventure park that left a 10- 
year-old girl in hospital last Tuesday 
has said it is working to restore the 
faith of worried parents. 

A girl was taken to hospital with 
back injuries after she fell 3m when a 
rope snapped on the high ropes area of 
Hobbledown adventure park in Hor¬ 
ton Lane, Epsom. 

The girl is believed to have no long- 
lasting injuries and returned to school 
on Friday, but the incident has 
sparked calls to the park from con¬ 
cerned residents. 

Nick De Candole, the park’s co¬ 
owner, said: “People are naturally con¬ 
cerned and I have had lots of calls 
from people looking for reassurances. 
We are trying to restore faith. 

“We are waiting for an independent 
inspector to come and inspect the 
course and it will not open again until 
we are satisfied we know what went 


wrong. There needs to be double safety 
mechanisms in place.” 

Following the incident, the Epsom 
Guardian was contacted by John 
Fitzgerald, 73, who complained to 
Hobbledown about an incident two 
weeks before the fall. 

He said his nine-year-old grand¬ 
daughter was halfway along the high 
ropes course when she became scared 
and wanted to come down - only to be 
told she had to complete the course. 

Mr Fitzgerald said: “There was no 
contingency plan to bring her down.” 

But Mr De Candole said this was not 
correct, and had written to Mr Fitzger¬ 
ald to explain. 

He said: “There is an evacuation plan. 
We have a ladder we put up and we can 
abseil a child down in case of a medical 
emergency, but in this type of case it 
would have been better and less risky 
to talk to the girl for her to continue.”

This may look like a fairly bog 
standard china loo, but it is 
only 5in tall and 2in wide. 

It is one of thousands of 
objects, many of them bizarre 
and arcane, which are pre¬ 
served at Bourne Hall, in 
Spring Road Ewell. 

The museum has opened its 
vaults to the Epsom Guardian 
for the first time to reveal the 
secrets and stories behind 
some of the 13,807 items and 
750 boxes of archaeological it 
has amassed since opening in 
1969. 

Less than five per cent of its 
collections - which include 
furniture, costumes, fine art, 
household items and work

tools - are on display. 

Anyone wishing to see more 
can ask to do so, and Jeremy 
Harte, who has been curator of 
the museum for 22 years, hopes 
opening up the museum’s 
treasure trove will make them 
more accessible. 

In the first of the series of 
articles exploring items from 
its collection, Mr Harte ex¬ 
plains the background to the 
minature toilet bowl. 

He said: “In the days before 
glossy advertising brochures, 
travelling salesmen had a 
problem. How could they show 
a potential customer how good 
their wares were? 

“Little models like this 
miniature loo, made in the 
1920s, were the answer. 

“It’s a model of the ‘Simplici- 
tas’ lavatory bowl manufac¬ 
tured by Doulton, the great 
sanitary ware engineers and is 
Victorian in design. 

“The rep would visit profes¬ 
sional plumbers handing them 
these samples to show what 
the full-size item would be. 


“This one was given to 
George Dimond, of Dimond 
Bros, in Tooting, and he had it 
on the mantlepiece after he 
retired to Tattenham Corner in 
1963. 

“It’s funny what people keep 
as souvenirs.”

A “happy and relaxed” great¬ 
grandmother was surrounded by 
family and friends as she cele¬ 
brated her 100th birthday on 
September 4. 

Iris Harris, who lives in Downs 
Cottage care home in Epsom 
Downs, enjoyed a party at the 
home to mark her milestone. 

Mrs Harris, who has suffered 
from dementia for the past 
decade, was born in Folkestone, 
Kent, in 1912 and was one of eight 
children. 

After leaving school, she helped 
her mother look after her sib¬ 
lings and the household as the el¬ 
dest daughter in the family, until, 
aged 21, she got a job as a super¬ 
visor at Marks and Spencer. 

In 1938, she married the late 
Thomas Harris, then 25, when 
she was aged 26, and stayed home 
as a mother and a housewife 
after her marriage. 

Mrs Harris’ daughter, Valerie 
Hinton, said: “My father was in 
the Air Force for the war and he 
stayed in it until 1958. 

“During all those years, my 
mother travelled around Europe 
with him. 

“My parents were very happily 
married - they were a popular 
couple in the sergeant’s mess.” 

A grandmother and great¬ 
grandmother of six, Mrs Harris 
moved to Epsom in 2002 from 
Hove to be closer to her daughter. 


Mrs Hinton said her mother is 
“happy and settled” in her life, 
despite suffering from dementia. 

The 72-year-old said: “She was 
always a very strong and positive 
personality. 

“When she was younger she 
was outgoing and sporty - the 
girl on top of the pyramid in 
athletics. 

“She used to be a worrier be¬ 
fore she had dementia, but now I 
have seen another side of her, 
which is soft and relaxed.” 


Mrs Harris’ son Keith died, 
aged three months, in 1947, and 
Mrs Hinton believed keeping his 
memory alive was a great com¬ 
fort to her mother. 

She said: “She has a doll with 
her at all times, which she cares 
for as if it was a baby. 

“It is very real to her and I like 
to think that, for her, it is the son 
she lost. 

“It keeps her going. It’s impor¬ 
tant she has something she feels 
is comforting.”

We opposed building 


I am writing in response to 
your article (Broadcasting 
dream dashed by guide 
dog, August 23). 

The suggestion that June 
was refused the opportuni¬ 
ty to volunteer merely on 
the grounds that her guide 
dog would pose a health 
risk is untrue and we 
would never knowingly 
discriminate against any¬ 
one for any reason. 

The problem we faced is 
that Epsom Hospital 
Radio’s studio is situated 
in a small temporary 
building some distance 
from the main hospital 
site, which is surrounded 
by uneven ground, suffers 
from poor access and is in 
need of a substantial pro¬ 
gramme of work. 

When they conducted 
their risk assessment last 
September, the trust con¬ 
cluded that the hospital 
radio’s current studio does 
not lend itself to someone 
with a visual impairment. 

We have to defer on is¬ 
sues of safety to the trust. 

Epsom Hospital Radio is 
a small charity with limit¬ 
ed funds at its disposal and 
the cost of the alterations 


needed to the current tem¬ 
porary building was very 
high for us to have at¬ 
tempted single-handed. 

We did, however, look 
into alternative means by 
which June could take part 
in our programmes. 

She was invited some 
months ago to submit pro¬ 
grammes and features for 
broadcast by working re¬ 
motely from home and this 
invitation remains open to 
this day. 

The good news is that 
the trust, realising the lim¬ 
itations of our current 
premises, has over the past 
18 months been looking for 
a permanent and more 
central home for Epsom 
Hospital Radio within the 
main Epsom site. 

This would enable us to 
open our doors to many 
more patients and visitors 
in future by providing 
greater ease of access, as 
well as better facilities and 
opportunities for all our 
volunteers.

A father whose daughter died 
days after her 16th birthday has 
paid tribute to the army of sup¬ 
porters who fundraise in her 
memory.

He said: “She always said when 
she got better she would help oth¬ 
ers in her situation. It has been an 
inspirational experience. There’s 
no doubt about that. 

“Obviously it comes from a 
huge tragedy. It has been a heal¬ 
ing mechanism for all involved.” 

Mr Brandon, 52, said Emma, af¬ 
fectionately known as Bubble, 
was a fun-loving, bright and 
much-loved teenager. 

He said: “She had a fantastic 
group of friends who speak so 
highly of her. She was just one of 
those people that everyone got on 
with. 

“She would be utterly amazed at 
the things people have said about 
her. They are the most heart 
wrenching statements.” 

The trust’s motto “Every 


moment matters always” is not 
only an acronym of Emma’s 
name, but a sentiment carried by 
all involved in the charity. 

The group, and others including 
Emma’s 18-year-old sister Chloe 
and Mr Brandon who is a keen cy¬ 
clist, raises money through a 
range of sponsored events. 

The trust has sponsored a full¬ 
time youth support and activity 
co-ordinator at the Royal Mars¬ 
den Hospital and is hoping to help 
fund a chill-out zone in the hospi¬ 
tal’s specialist teenage cancer 
wing. 

Longer term ambitions include 
investing in accommodation for 
teenagers and families undergo¬ 
ing treatment as well as creating 
awareness of teenage cancer 
issues.

Letters from hospital to GPs come via India 


Patients’ letters that are sent to 
GPs by Epsom and St Helier hos¬ 
pitals are being typed in India - a 
move which one MP has slammed 
as “outrageous”. 

Between December 2011 and 
March 31 this year, Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospitals NHS 
Trust electonically sent 11,054 let¬ 
ters to India for typing. 

The data came to light following 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest submitted by John Spellar, 
Labour MP for Warley. 

In a statement on his website, 
Mr Spellar said: “This is an outra¬ 
geous revelation. 


“Unemployment in the UK is at 
unacceptable levels and the econ¬ 
omy is suffering the worst double 
dip recession since the Second 
World War. 

“This is work that could easily 
be based and carried out in the 
UK, maintaining jobs and keep¬ 
ing opportunities for our young 
people.” 

But a spokeswoman for Epsom 
and St Helier NHS Trust said no 
one has been made redundant 
due to the typing service and it al¬ 
lows administrative staff to pro¬ 
vide more focused support to 
doctors, nurses and patients. 


She said: “Since we made the 
changes, the average time it takes 
to send a letter to a patient’s GP 
has been reduced by more than 
half - from three weeks on aver¬ 
age, to less than a week at the end 
of June. 

“No patient-identifiable data, 
such as names or date of birth, 
are sent out of our hospitals.” 

West Middlesex University Hos¬ 
pital, Great Ormond Street Hospi¬ 
tal for Children, Whittington 
Health NHS Trust and Kingston 
Hospital NHS Trust were also 
found to use the outsourcing 
system.

Tenants rent for longer 


More than half rent for minimum of two 


years 


A new report shows tenants are 
staying in properties for longer - 
giving stability in the rental mar¬ 
ket. 

The findings - from the Nation¬ 
al Landlords Association (NLA) 
latest quarterly Landlord Panel - 
show that over a half (54 per cent) 
of tenancies now last between 
two and three years, and that al¬ 
most a third (32 per cent) last in 
excess of four years. 

The research also shows that 
the proportion of landlords who 
have added property to their port¬ 
folio has risen by 2 per cent this 


quarter (from 10 per cent) with 22 
per cent of landlords expecting to 
purchase additional property in 
the next 12 months. 

However, investment to meet 
growing property demand seems 
to be problematic for some, with 
nearly a third (31 per cent) of 
landlords unable to expand in the 
last three months due to difficul¬ 
ties accessing finance. 

David Salusbury, Chairman of 
the NLA, said: “Longer tenancies 
and a lower turnover rate are 
both signs of much-needed stabil¬ 
ity for both landlords and tenants 



in tough economic conditions. 

“Private landlords are a key 
part of the investment mix re¬ 
quired to meet the rising need for 
more flexible forms of housing at 
a time when demand for rented 
accommodation far outstrips sup¬ 
ply. 

“We recognise that the private- 
rented sector is evolving and it 
now accounts for 17 per cent of 
the UK’s housing stock. That’s 
why this year’s NLA National 
Conference seeks to educate land¬ 
lords about their responsibilities, 
while focusing on the challenge of 
housing the changing needs of 
the population.” 

Other survey findings include: 

■ 12 per cent of tenancies last 
longer than five years. 

■ The average void period lasts 
for 69 days. 

However, it’s not all good news. 
Despite the majority of tenants 
staying put for longer periods of 
time, almost half (49 per cent) of 
landlords surveyed have experi¬ 
enced rental arrears in the last 12 
months and 37 per cent are wor¬ 
ried about instances of arrears in 
the months ahead.

Most are in favour of speed cameras 


Eighty two per cent of people 
think speed cameras are 
acceptable on our roads, but 
45 per cent think that raising 
income is still a main reason 
for their use, according to the 
results of the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists annual 
speed camera survey. 

Speed awareness courses 
are also popular. Seventy two 
per cent of people think that 
speed awareness courses are 
a good idea. 

The survey commissioned 
by road safety charity IAM 
shows that most people think 
speed cameras are beneficial 
to road safety. 

Eighty five per cent of 
people think that speed 
cameras have helped to 
contribute to the fall in road 
deaths since 1990s. 

The results for the home 
nations vary: 

• Speed cameras are least 


People think road traps have contributed to fall 


popular in Wales where 32 per 
cent of people think their use 
is not acceptable. 

The survey also shows that 
Wales has the highest rate of 
people caught speeding. In 
the last three years, 27 per 
cent of people were caught 
speeding or knew someone in 
the household who was 
caught speeding. 

• In contrast, cameras are 
most popular in Scotland 
where only 15 per cent think 
they are unacceptable. Only 
14 per cent of Scots were 
caught speeding or knew 
someone in the household 
who was. 

• In England, 19 per cent of 
people were convicted or 
knew someone in their 
household who was caught 
speeding in the last three 



years. Twenty per cent think 
their use is not acceptable. 

Generally, people find that 
speed cameras are more 
acceptable than five years 


ago. In 2007, 30 per cent of 
respondents said speed 
cameras were not acceptable, 
a figure which has reduced 
every year to 16 per cent 


this year. 

IAM chief executive Simon 
Best said: "Simply catching 
and fining drivers does not 
change their awareness of the

“The popularity of speed 
awareness courses shows that 
the public think training is 
the best option. 

“Speed cameras are an 
essential part of the policing 
toolkit and are becoming 
more and more accepted, but 
it’s clear that some people 
need reassuring about their 
purpose and funding.” 

The IAM has commissioned 
a survey on attitudes to speed 
cameras for the past six years. 

According to a recent 
survey by the RAC 
Foundation there are 2,331 
fixed camera sites in England 
which provide 3,026 yellow 
boxed housings for 487 
cameras which are regularly 
moved between the sites and 
boxes.

Epsom sailor Alexandra 
Rickham has been celebrat¬ 
ing after becoming a Para¬ 
lympian bronze medallist 
after the final day of racing 
in the two-person keelboat 
skud class was abandoned 
last week. 

Rickham and sailing part¬ 
ner Nikki Birrell went into 
the last day in third place 
and with a possible shout at 
winning silver, but the lack 
of wind at Portland Harbour 
in Weymouth put paid to that 
aspiration. 

Despite their disappoint¬ 
ment on the final day, Rick¬ 
ham, a tetraplegic athlete, 
and Birrell, who has cerebral 
palsy, are just pleased to 
have a medal round their 
necks. 

The pair are four-time 
world champions and were 
favourites going into this 
Paralympics but, after fin¬ 
ishing fifth in the Beijing 
Games, a Paralympic medal 
had so far eluded them. 

Rickham said: “Clearly I 
am going to be a bit disap¬ 
pointed and gutted by how 
things have gone. 

“But I didn’t want to go 
back to London to see the 
rest of the Paralympics GB 
team without a medal as last 
time we went back to Beijing 


from Qingdao as one of the 
only ones without a medal 
because the team did so well. 

“We’ve ticked that box. It’s 
nice to just get a medal for 
Paralympic sailing in Britain 
because the fact is that we 
haven’t done the job for the 
last few Games so we’re just 
proud to be part of that 
contingent that has managed 


to break the duck.” 

Rickham, who celebrated 
her 31st birthday on Tues¬ 
day, and 26-year-old Birrell 
have both been based around 
the south coast for many 
years, but they both enjoyed 
enormous support from 
around the world during the 
Games. 

Rickham’s parents Elethia 


and David flew over from 
their home in Jamaica to 
support their daughter in 
Weymouth. 

She said: “The support has 
been amazing from our 
friends and family and we 
know lots of people are out 
there right now cheering for 
us. Our support has been 
unbelievable.”
